torial in the current issue of the 
Health League of Cahada’s maga- 
zine “Health,” 

Private’ volunteer. organizations 
give citizens an opportunity to par- 
ticipate in and understand move- 
ments of national importance, the 
editorial writer claims. “Were any 
of them to be allowed to die the re- 
sult would be a slowing up in, the 
progress of the slowly ‘growing 
movement towards’ national health, 
the progress of which means much 
to the development of civilization it- 
self.” 

Government support of voluntary 
health societies is characteristic of 
Great Britain and Canada, con- ‘ 
tinues the editorial. “It is a demon- 
stration of the fact that in Anglo- 
Saxon countries we appreciate demo- ' 
cratic principles to the full. Volun- 
tary societies in themselves are small 
democracies.” ‘ 

The editorial urges governments to 
continue the support of private or- 
ganizations, and advises governments - 
to call upon these societies for aid~ 
when emergencies arise. 

‘It is very significant that in Ger- 
many voluntary societies seem “to 
have disappeared,” the _ editorial 
notes. “Rotary Clubs and trade 
unions seem to have vanished too. 
Such organizations as the Home and 
School Club with its opportunity for 
free expression of. opinion would be 
viewed with abhorrence in Germany.” 

The editorial points out that fre-
